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M ae  ewe  that  he  was  In  the  theatre.  I told  bin  that  X knew  ha  was  In  there, 
because  he  couldn't  haw*  gone  by  ae.  X told  him  to  call  It  woman's  Intuition, 
or  whatever  he  llkad,  hut  that  man  la  In  the  theater,  and  he's  running  from 
you  people, for  something.  I told  the  officer  that  1 had  lust  heard  officially 
that  the  "resident  had  been  assassinated.  T told  him  that,  I didn't  know  if 
thi  e man  had  anything  to  do  with  it  or  not,  hut  that  he  was  running,  from  some- 
th'ug.  The  officer  asked  me  if  the  nan  fit  the  description  of  the  suspect.  I 
told  him  that  I didn't  know  because  X hadn't  heard  tba  description  of  the 
suspect.  X told  the  officer  that  I would  describe  the  ran  to  him,  and  that  he 
could  take  it  from  there.  After  I gave  the  officer  the  description  of  the  man 
in  the  theater,  he  said,  "Thank  you,  we'll  be  right  there".  T then  called  the 
projectionist  on  the  intercom  and  asked  him  if  he  could  lee  anyone,  and  told 
hln  that  X had  called  the  polios.  Ho  told  me  that  he  couldn't  and  asked  if  I 
wanted  him  to  atop  the  picture.  X told  him,  "No)  just  to  let  lft  go  until  they 
get  here.  In  a minute  or  tvo  the  police  were  there.  There  were  seam  motorcycle 
officers,  some  uniformed  officers  In  squad  cars,  and  some  plain  clothes  officers. 
They  all  ru  idled  In  the  theater  carrying  guns.  Some  had  pi stole  and  some  had 
rtiotgims.  I didn't  see  anything  that  want  on  inside  the  theater.  Tn  a natter 
of  about  10  minutes,  the  officers  came  out  with  the  man  that  1 had  called  about. 
Shan  the  officers  brought  him  out,  he  we*  still  struggling  with  them.  There  was 
a lot  of  people  out  in  the  street  and  on  f he  sidewalk.  Someone  asked  me  what 
was  going  on,  and  I said  that  it's  Just  a suspect.  The  crowd  of  people  moved 
in,  trying  to  get  to  the  men.  The  officers  got  the  man  in  tba  ear  and  left  . 
About  this  time,  some  officer  said,  "I'm  sure  we'vu  got  the  wan  that  shot  officer 
Tippit.  This  was  the  first  T knew  of  an  officer  being  shot.  T asked  him  wheru 
Officer  Tippit  had  gotten  s’  ot,  and  he  said  demn  on  Tenth  . Later  on  X found 
out  that  the  man's  name,  who  the  of fl cere  arrested  at  the  Texas  Theater,  waa 
Lee  Harvey  Oswald.
